All Alien Enemies Must 
Register at Postoffice 


Postmaster Daniel F. Stafford of Co­ 
vina jtas this 
week 
received 
instruct 
tions _,from the postmaster general at I 
Washington, acting for tho administra­ 
tion, to announco tho compulsory regis­ 
tration of all alien enemies of the Unit­ 
ed States who reside within tho terri­ 
tory served by the Covina 
postoffice. 
The dates of this registration are the 


4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th, and 9th of Feb­ 
ruary, and the place of registration is 
at the Covina postoffice. 


This order applies to the subjects of 
Germany. All such persons must report 
in person, and will be required to give 
a full' description of themselves, their 
occupations, and places 
of 
residence. 
Only the final papers of naturalization 
as citizens, of the country will exempt 
such subjects. 
The fact that first pa­ 
pers have been taken out will not ex­ 
empt. , 


The order is issued to include all such 
persons who are males having reached 
the age of fourteen years. The people 
of the community nre asked to spread 
this 
information 
among 
all workmen 
who may reside here and who are sub­ 
jects of the nation's enemies. 
No fe­ 
males are asked to register. 


This order is mandatory, and if ig­ 
nored will be followed by arrest. In­ 
telligent aliens who speak and read the 
English language 
fluently 
are asked to 
spread this information. among 
their 
countrymen who may not be able to 
understand a printed communication.

Wednesday night before an audience in 
the First Christian church of Covinc, 
telling 
graphic 
stories 
of that 
enor­ 
mous, untouched field that stretches for 
thousands of miles along the coflfec-col- 
oved Congo river, ruled by the Belgian 
government and exploited b y 
traders 
from every nation in tho world. 


Mr. and Mrs. Moon have been mis­ 
sionaries 
to this 
Congo 
country 
for 
nine 'years, sent out and maintained 
wholly by the Covina Christian church. 
The 
Covina 
people 
think 
of him as 
their assistant pastor, working in for­ 
eign 
fields. 
They are stationed at Bol- 
cnge, and Mr. Moon is captain of the 
missionary 
steamship 
called 
the Ore­ 


gon, 
which makes its 
trips 
carrying 
" t h e story of God's l o v e " up and down 
the great African currents. 


A story naturally told, with an ap­ 
parent 
love and enthusiasm 
for the 
work, held the people quiet and trilled 
for nearly two hours. H e spoke of tho 
work of the missionaries as that of a 
training camp similar to the training 
of officers in the army, and thnt the 
men who are " o n the firing l i n e " are 
in reality the African natives who have 
been, baptized in the Christian religion, 
and who nre working in the villages 
and among the tribes all through that 
jungle country. 


eanflat«d^'and^o^lff 
write and can''tell the bible, stories, 
they are sent out to 
these 
interior 
tribes. Some of these tribes have never 
before heard the story of Jesus Christ. 
Mr. Moon himself says that no one can 
begin to imagine the thrill it gives a 
missionary to stand before an audience 
of people and tell them the story of 
Christ, a story as new to them as it 
was to the people of the world thou­ 
sands of years ago. 


Incidents of the long marches through 
jungle and over veldt were told by tho 
missionary; of the cruelty and ruthless- 
ncss of soldiers of tho government in 
the past; of the hostility of the natives 
to tho soldiery and their love and trust 
of 
the missionaries, 
called 
b y 
somo 
tribes the " w h i t e witch-doctors." The 
missionaries aro doing much to change 
tho modes of living, and a better code 
of morals naturally follows. 
Mr. Moon 
snys that tho real savage is a clean 
individual, living cleanly, although hav­ 
ing his own ideas about his duty to his 
fellow-man, while the half-civilized na­ 
tive who has been contaminated by the 
Arabs or b y siniator outside 
influences 
is more liable to be filthy and to havo 
acquired bad habits.

Peace-time 
good 
nature 
must 
give 


way to war-time stern common 
sense. 


That business which is a duplication of 


a business already well established and 


serving the needs in any 
community, 


must either consolidate with the well- 


established business, or go out of busi­ 


ness altogether. That is what must hap­ 


pen in. this immediate city and valley 


where we live, as well as in every com­ 


munity in the United States. 


This valley, from the mountains on 
the north to the foothills on the south, 
is prosperous. 
The people have made 
money during the past years, and most 
emphatically so this, year, in the raising 
of citrus fruits, walnuts, beans, and di- 
versiefid crops. 
The coming year 
has 
every indication that it will be just as 
prosperous, with the one exception 
of 
a somewhat light navel crop. 


But the money-drain is going to be 
heavy, owing to increased prices for all 
necessities, and because of cash contri­ 
butions' and investments in matters di­ 
rectly pertaining to the war. 
This con­ 
dition means that only one sensible plan 
can be adopted—that of doing business 
in these country towns with as little 
duplication of business as possible; the 
consolidation of Arms wherever possible, 
and the retrenchment on the part of 
every individual as concerns the 
ex­ 
pense, of doing business. 


We should spend money for improve­ 
ments .where those improvements ,aro 
necessary, and whore they will add to 
the prosperity of the country. But the 
practice of duplicating in lines of busi­ 
ness does not come under the head of 
improvements, by any means. There is 
nothing iff this competitive idea during 
war-time, and very little to be said in 
favor of it at any time. 
Concentrated 
buying and selling under public regula­ 
tion is to be the future of business in 
the United States. 
Competition is the 
death of trade, not the life of trade. It 
coBts more money to supply the same 


amount of goods in two houses of buai- j 


i i e s s than it does in one house, and the i 
people have to pay for it. 
As long as 
your country or community is expand­ 
ing, competition may seem to be g"ood, 
hut this country 
and this community 
are not expanding. 


There have been 016 newspapers, tak­ 
en from the lists of subscriptions in the 
United States in the last few months. 
They have disappeared through consoli­ 
dation, and through the simple process 
of going out of business. Only the well- 
established 
newspapers 
are 
standing 
pressure. And these newspapers of the 
strongest hold on the people must also 
retrench. 
The 
biggest 
newspapers 
in 
Paris, for instance, are at the present 
time 
six-column, 
eight-page 
papers— 
about the size of the weekly newspap­ 
ers of Covina, Puente, Azusa, Glendora, 
etc. 


Hundreds of 
grocery and 
provision 
Stores are quitting or consolidating in 
the United States every month. 
All 
lines of business are being subjected 10 
an economic, adjustment. 
It does not 
mean that the country is not prosperous. 
Not at all. 
It, means that the country 
is awake—or is fast getting awake. The

are 
passing away before the sweep of war's 
necessity. 


For the first time since tbe beginning 
of 
the world-war, the war-clouds are 
actually • gathering 
for 
the 
United 
States—we are going to be in it very 
definitely within a short time. 
So far 
as business is concerned in this vnlloy 
it ought to be good. War should, and 
undoubtedly will stimulato it. But sharp 
readjustments must be made. The eco­ 
nomic slack of peace-time must be tak- 
eu up. 
Business, like the army, is up 
against the old problem of the survival 
of the 
fittest—which 
means the 
most 
efficient and the most useful. The com­ 
ing year is going to be a hard time for 
unnecessary duplications in business. 


ORGANIZED AGRICULTURE AS A BUSINESS. 


Present conditions should point that 
the time has arrived for the farmer to 
show, "tibf'' only his patriotism, but to 
claim his right to a place as a business 
man among business men. 


It is clear that there lies in the pres­ 
ent conditions a stimulus to many to 
enter agriculture as a business. 
It is 
clear that agriculture holds out oppor­ 
tunities for capital investment by the 
experienced business man not 
present 
before. 
The American public is being 
educated 
by 
the 
food 
administration 
board at Washington to a more evtend- 
ed and scientific use of many foods in 
order that a greater supply of certain 
staples may be available to send to our 
allies. 


The value of the entire agricultural 
product of the United States for the 
year 1916, was, according to the De­ 
partment of Agriculture at Washington, 
$13,448,310,509, while the total estimat­ 
ed value of the 1917 products, jbased 
on October 1st 
figures, 
is $21,612,131,- 
000, an increase of sixty per cent. 
The 
total invested 
capital in 
farm 
lands, 
buildings, implements, machinery, live 
stock, etc., was, approximately $50,000,- 
000,000. The opportunities presented by 
such figures cannot fail to attract and 
hold the attention of capital once it be­ 
comes focused upon thenii as a business 
proposition. 


Operated as other big industries are 
operated, in large units and with care­ 
ful, conservative ntauagement, the busi­ 


ness of agriculture will move 
rapidly 
forward to the time when its invest­ 
ments 
will 
appeal 
to the 
ambitious, 
much the same as our present big or­ 
ganized industries have in the past. 


The farmer of today is having his in­ 
nings. 
He has had preferential 
treat­ 
ment during the war for which he owes 
his government certain distinct obliga­ 
tions. 
While prices of certain commo­ 
dities havo been fixed on a downward 
scale, the prime necessities produced by 
him 
are 
almost 
top notch 
prices 
at 
which 
these 
commodities 
have, 
over 
been sold. 


J 
So much attention is now being paid, 
and will continue to be paid, to 
the 
part 
that 
agriculture 
plays and 
will 
continue to play in the economic life, 
that there is little doubt that the busi­ 
ness of farming will be placed on a dif­ 
ferent 
jjlane within 
the near 
future. 
Prices will fall, will atljust themselves, 
in due course. Profits like those enum­ 
erated will then be impossible for the 
some reasons that have made them pos­ 
sible this year. 


Organized, systematic, up-to-date me­ 
thods introduced into farming can, how­ 
ever, and will no doubt, be able to work 
out 
economies so that the profits 
of 
agriculture should be, at least, measur­ 
ably near those of 
this year, 
though 
through a different cause; then, indeed, 
will farming be one of our "American 
Industries."—From 
American 
Indus­ 
tries.

follows:

Dear Mrs. Coman: 


I was certainly very surprised 
and' 
greatly pleased to receive one of 
the 
"comfort b a g s " which were made by 
the ladies of the Covina W. C. T. 
V. 
It is certainly a complete outfit 
and 
contains 
everything 
a 
soldier 
could 
wish for, and I know that they will b'i 
highly appreciated wherever they are. 
sent. 
I am taking this opportunity to 
extend my thanks and appreciation to 
the ladies of the W. C. T. U. for their 
kind remembrance. 


Life in China is very interesting, but 
the novelty of the country soon wears 
off. 
At present the conditions here are 
very bad, especially among the poorer 
class of people, owing to the destructive 
flood this year. It is said that over fifty 
thousand people in this district 
were 
left homeless and most of them lost ev- j 
erything they had. The American and 
English Red Cross have established re- j 
fugee camps hero in Tientsin but are 
not able to take care of so many. 
For 
a while it was feared that there would 
be a rucurrence of the "yellow p l a g u e " 
such as they had a number of years ago, 
but only a few 
eases of fever, 
etc., 
have been reported so far. 


Tientsin is a town with a population 
greater than that of New York 
city. 
There is absolutely nothing to do here, 
as there ave no amusements, with the 
exception of two theaters. 
One is too 
high-priced for us soldiers» The other 
is no place for a soldier, as it is noth­ 
ing but a large mud house, and if you 
go there you have to sit on the ground 
with the Chinese and Japs. The living 
conditions among the poorer class arc 
almost unbelievable. 
One sees life«4n 
the very worst form imaginable, ai>fl it 
is hard to realize that this is supposed 
to be a civilized country. Everything is 
so backward here; no modern methods 
of any kind. 
The old horse-cars 
are 
still in use, and one thinks no more of 
riding 
on a horse-car than you would 
of taking a street-car in 
the 
United 
States. An automobile is almost a nov" 
elty; all the travel is done in rickshas. 


Tientsin is a military town, being di­ 
vided into different concessions. 
The 
French, English, Russian, Austrian, etc., 
all have a concession. B y that I njean 
that all the foreign countries have tak­ 
en over certain parts of the city as an 
indemnity. There arc a few French sol­ 
diers here. They have all been wounded 
during this war and arc unfit for fur­ 
ther service at the Front, so are sent 
here to.act as guards in the French con­ 
cession. 
We 
often 
go down to 
their 
barracks or meet them in some hotel, 
and they tell us of some of their exper­ 
iences in the trenches, and in that way 
we learn what we can expect to see 
nnd do when " t h e old 1 5 t h " goes to 
the land of "Somewhere in 
. " 


There is certainly a bunch of fine fel­ 
lows here, nnd we surely have 
some 
fine times. There are no dance halls, as 
there is nobody to dance with, so we 
band fellows hold a " s t a g " about once 
a month at some hotel. Have had many 
a fine time at the said " s t a g dances." 
We go out sight-seeing very often, vis 
iting the Chinese 
" j o s s houses," 
or 
temples. 
They 
are 
very 
interesting 
places with all their" heather idols. 
I 
could write for a month and then not 
begin to tell all of the curious sights 
we 
see—Chinese 
weddings, 
funerals, 
theaters, temples, opium dens, etc. 
You 
would certainly laugh if you could hear 
a bunch of us fellows when we aro out 
together. 
Wo talk about half 
English 
end half Chinese. Somo of the fellows 
can talk 
fairly good Chinese, but 
so 
far I can barely make myself 
under­ 
stood, but in a month or so I hope to 
increase my vocabulary to some extent. 


I 
had a wonderful 
trip - across 
the 
ocean, visiting Honolulu, Guam, and the 
Philippine 
Islands. 
Saw 
the 
Formosa 
Islands,' Port Arthur, and many other 
places of interest. 
Before 
I see 
the 
good old U. S. again I hope to be able 
to see Russia, France, and England, aud 
of course we all hope to be the ones 
who will be the first to reach Berlin.

clothing by the American Red Cross. A 
systematic plan of sending parcels to 
the German prison camps at regular 
intervals is being worked out by tho 
War and Navy departments and tho 
Red Cross, and it is hoped there will 
be no suffering on the part of our cap­ 
tured 
lighting men 
through lack 
of 
adequate nourishment and wearing ap­ 
parel. 
Parcels will be sent into Ger­ 
many from 
the disbursing agency of 
tho Red Cross at Borne, Switzerland, 
which has already been supplied with 
4,500 tons of food for 
any 
possible 
emergency. 
This food supply compris­ 
es 1,800,000 individual rations, or suf­ 
ficient to feed 10,000 men for 6 rtfoirtiy 
The food supply to Americans in Ger­ 
man prison camps will be the same in 
quality and quantity as that supplied 
by tho government to those in 
figliting 
service. 


There w'll also be special rations for 
invalids, consisting of broth, 
malted 
milk, jellied chicken, and various val­ 
uable helps in convalescence. No doubt 
exists that the system of prison relief 
planned by the American Red Cross 
will work out satisfactorily, it having 
been ascertained that the same sort of 
relief undertaken by the French and 
English for their prisoners of war in 
Germany have been carried out with 
small percentage of loss or failure of 
supplies to reach those for whom in­ 
tended.

MAKING OVER MACHINES 


INTO FARM TRACTORS 


A large number of ranchers witness­ 
ed the successful demonstration on Sat­ 
urday made by Elmer King with his 
Ford tractor. The machine was demon­ 
strated on the ranch of T. F. Griswold, 
drawing a heavy disc. 


That these machines arc attracting 
much 
interest 
is 
evident 
from 
the 
amount of comment about them, and it 
looks quite a little as r€ the citrus 
rancher in this district was going to 
solve his own tractor problem. As was 
stated in last week's issue of the Argus, 
the man who owns a^itrus orchard has 
found the tractor problem a hard one, 
on account of the sandy condition of the 
soil, which makes traction a hard thing 
to obtain, and because of the short 
turns that must be made. Big tractors 
have failed when of the wheel-drive 
type because of the short turns. Get­ 
ting in between the tree and the pipe­ 
line has been more than the big tractor 
could accomplish. 


The use of a Ford chassis, however, 
which has been shortened into what is 
the shortest tractor yet invented, is 
proving to be satisfactory. The traction 
is obtained by the use of heavy stag- 
gard lugs on t-kc driving wheels. 
The 
machine does the work of four horses. 


It is moro than likely that a number 
of these tractors will be made from old 
machines. The use of any kind of ma­ 
chine is practicable, if the iframe is 
shortened. The tractor parts are being 
manufactured by the Trackford people^ 
and it is claimed that they fit any make 
of ear. Several of these tractors are be­ 
ing made in the valley at the present 
time.
